By Th e Asso cia ted Press 
Eight more d eaths—three the re­ 
su lt of a cou n ty road accid en t an d 
two cau sed by a toll road crash— 
swelled In d ian a’s 1959 traffic toll 
tod ay as Gov . Harold W. Han d ley 
ord ered Nation al Gu ard helicop­ 
ters in to au tu mn weeken d patrols. 
Harry C. Larson , 33, an d Bert 
Walters, 59, botih of Allegan , Mich, 
were killed early tod ay in a car- 
tru ck collision at milepost 61 on 
the In d ian a toll road , 15 miles 
west of Sou th Ben d in La Porte 
Cou n ty . 
State police said the car was 
stopped or backin g u p on a traf­ 
fic lan e an d was stru ck by a semi­ 
trailer 
tru ck. 
The 
car 
was 
kn ocked 2,5 00 feet off the toll road 
right-of-way on to a cou n ty road . 
Larson , the d riv er, was thrown 
ou t, an d Walters was pin n ed in ­ 
sid e. 
Th e tru ck tu rn ed ov er in a 
d itch. The d riv er, Du an e Bartell, 
29, (R.R. 2) Neen ah, Wis., su f­ 
fered min or in ju ries.

Third Ro cket Sta g e Appa r­ 
ently Fa ils To Fire In At­ 
tempt To Ex plo re Na v ig a ­ 
tio n Sy stem. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The Un ited States failed tod ay 
to pu t in to orbit a satellite d e­ 
sign ed for ex perimen tin g with a 
global n av igation sy stem. 
More than an hou r tafter a three- 
stage lau n chin g v ehicle lifted the 
satellite from Cape Can av eral the 
Defen se Departmen t in Washin g­ 
ton an n ou n ced that the third stage 
apparen tly had failed to work. 
A brief an n ou n cemen t said : 
“Sin ce con firmin g d ata has n ot 
been receiv ed it mu st be assu med 
that the satellite d id n ot go in to 
orbit.” 
The satellite, rid in g or. a combi­ 
n ation Thor-Able lau n cher, lifted 
clean ly off the pad at Can av eral 
■at 9:34 a.m. The secon d stage 
rocket en gin e fired on sched u le. 
The 
Ad v an ced Research 
an d 
Projects Ad min istration had said 
that the n ew n av igation sy stem if 
it worked wou ld be more accu rate 
than an y sy stems n ow av ailable. 
Th e satellite was aimed at a 
n early circu lar orbit 400 miles 
abov e the earth. If su ccessfu l, it 
will be the first U.S. satellite v isi­ 
ble to the n aked ey e. 
An other Thor-Able rocket placed 
Ex plorer VI—the pad d lewheel sa­ 
tellite—in to orbit last mon th. 
ARP A emphasized that Tran sit 
I itself wou ld n ot be u sed as a 
n av igation al aid . It is merely a 
test of equ ipmen t an d theories 
that may be pu t to u se in fu tu re 
satellites. Some ships an d plan es 
will be u sed to ev alu ate Tran sit 
I, howev er. 
The satellite was to be tracked 
by fou r grou n d station s in the 
Un ited States, on e in Can ad a an d 
on e in En glan d . 
Two rad io tran smitters in the 
satellite each sen d on two fre- 
! qu en cies at on e-min u te in terv als. 
The sign als chan ge frequ en cy as 
they approach an d pass ov er a 
grou n d station becau se of a phe­ 
n omen on kn own as the Doppler 
Shift. This shift is the key to the 
n av igation al sy stem an d is the 
! main thin g to 'be ^stu d ied by Tran s - 
I it I. 
By measu rin g the ex ten t of the 
Doppler Shift, a grou n d station 
may be able to pred ict the orbital 
position of a satellite for sev eral 
d ay s » head . With the location of 
the satellite kn own , a n av igator 
cou ld receiv e a sign al from it at 
an y time an d accu rately mark the 
position of a ship or plan e in an y 
weather. 
A simple ex ample of the Dop­ 
pler Shift is the chan gin g ton e of 
a train whistle as it approaches 
a listen er. More v ibration s reach 
the ear per secon d as the locomo­ 
tiv e comes closer. Rad io emis­ 
sion s work mu ch the same way . 
If Tran sit I prov es the feasibili­ 
ty of the sy stem, ARP A plan s to 
orbit fiv e operation al n av igation ­ 
al satellites in the n ex t three 
y ears. 
If all goes right, Tran sit I is ex ­ 
pected to remain in its n ear cir­ 
cu lar orbit for sev eral y ears. So­ 
lar batteries will keep the rad io 
tran smitters aliv e throu ghou t the 
life of the satellite.
